SAFEGUARDING OF KEY INDUSTRIES. 


The Board of Trade give notice that representations 
have been made to them under Section 10 (5) of the 
Finance Act, 1926, regarding ethyl lactate, R potassium 
chlorate and R titanium oxide. 

Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as 
follows :— 

‘‘ The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty 
imposed by section one of the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such 
period as may be specified in the order, any article in 
respect of which the Board of Trade are satisfied ona 
representation made by a consumer of that article that 
the article is not made in any part of His Majesty’s 
Dominions in quantities which are substantial, having 
regard to the consumption of that article for the time 
being in the United Kingdom, and that there is no 
reasonable probability that the article will within a 
reasonable period be made in His Majesty’s Dominions 
in such substantial quantities.’’ 

Any person desiring to communicate with the Board 
of Trade with respect to these representations should do 
so by letter, addressed to the Principal Assistant Secre- 
tary, Industries and Manufactures Department, Board 
of Trade, Great George Street, S.W.1, within one 
month from the date of this notice. 

Notice is also given that the Treasury have made an 
Order under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, 
exempting crude cocaine from Key Industry Duty from 
llth February, 1928, to 3lst December, 1928, and con- 
tinuing till 3lst December, 1928, the exemption from 
duty of R acetone, acetone fermentation, acetone syn- 
thetic, acid oxalic, amidopyrin, ammonium perchlorate, 
barbitone, dial, didial, elbon, ethylene bromide, ethy-

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from Roumania, the British Commercial Secretary at 
Bucharest has forwarded a translation of a further 
official circular, dated 14th January, 1928, on the sub- 
ject. This states that there is no prohibition on the 
export, either by persons travelling or through the post, 
of cheques and letters of credit bearing the visa of the 
Exchange Control Office (Office Centrale de Contrdéle des 
Devises). 

The amount of foreign currency which each person 
may carry out of the country without a permit, whether 
or not the same person carries cheques or letters of credit 
bearing the visa of the Control Office, is increased from 
5,000 to 10,000 lei. The export of lei is still prohibited 
without special authorisation. 

The importation of all lottery tickets in any currency 
and of shares and obligations, etc., whether foreign or 
Roumanian, not authorised by the State and not quoted 
on the Exchange is prohibited. 





CONVENTION AND STATUTE ON THE 
REGIME OF NAVIGABLE WATERWAYS OF 
INTERNATIONAL CONCERN. 


FurRTHER RATIFICATIONS. 


The Board of Trade announce that Greece and Sweden 
have ratified the Convention and Statute on the Regime 
of Navigable Waterways of. International Concern, 
which was signed at Barcelona on 20th April, 1921, and 
came into force on 3lst October, 1922. The additional 
Protocol to the Convention has been ratified by Greece 
in respect of all navigable waterways, and by Sweden in 
respect of naturally navigable waterways alone. 

The Convention and Statute is now applicable to 
fourteen foreign countries, and to Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, Irish Free State, Newfoundland, New 
Zealand, India, Southern Rhodesia, and certain British 
Colonies and Dependencies. 

The additional Protocol is applicable, either as regards 
all navigable waters or as regards naturally navigable 
waters alone, to ten foreign countries, and to Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, Irish Free State, New- 
foundland, New Zealand, India, and certain British 
Colonies and Dependencies.

DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE 


BELGIAN COAL MINING INDUSTRY. 


In December last, as a result of the crisis in the Belgian 
coal mining industry, a special committee of enquiry was 
instituted. 

The Department of Overseas Trade is now informed 
from a reliable source that a semi-official communiqué 
was published in the press of recent date, stating that 
the committee has decided to request the Government: 

1. To examine the possibility of bringing about at Geneva 
an iniernational investigation of the coal crisis problem, 
with the collaboration of the League of Nations and Inter- 
national Labour Office, and of the owners and miners; 

2. Immediately to examine the whole transport problem, 
foreign coal having, by reason of various circumstances, an 
advantage over Belgian coal; 

3. To institute an enquiry for the purpose of ascertaining 
the quantities and qualities of foreign coal imported, as well 
as their special uses; 

4. 'lo propose to Parliament the abolition of the fiscal and 
administrative obstacles to the amalgamation of mining 
companies, which is indispensable in this industry; 

5. To re-act, in so far as lies in their power, against the 
results of dumping, which has been particularly noticeable 
in the case of the National Railway Society. 

Subsequent to the foregoing, information has been 
received to the effect that, as a result of the visit of the 
delegaiion to the Prime Minister, a communiqué was 
published in the Belgian press to the effect that the 
Government will endeavour to arrange for modifications 
in the railway tariff rates for coal and in the taxation 


rates. 
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It is further announced that the Minister of Railways 
has undertaken immediately to engage in conversations 
to this end with the permanent railway committee, and 
that the Minister of Finance has begun an examination 
of the question of a reduction of the taxes payable by 
the coal mining industry. 





CENTRAL EUROPEAN SUGAR. 


Complete agreement was reached concerning the 
division of sugar exports at a meeting held in Berlin 
between the representatives of the sugar industries of 
Germany and Poland and the Committee for the pro- 
tection of the Czechoslovak beet industry. The total 
export contingent for 1928-29 was fixed at 1,150,000 
tons, in which Czechoslovakia participates to the extent 
of 66 per cent., Poland to 174 per cent., and Germany 
to 164 per cent. 

The British Consul-General at Cologne has since 
informed the Department that, according to the ‘‘ Ber- 
liner Tageblatt,’’ an official announcement by the 
Czechoslovak Central Association states that the agree- 
ment embraces the following additional conditions :— 

(1) Should one cf the contracting industries have for 
disposal for export less sugar than its export quota, the 
deficit shall be made over to the other contracting 
interests free of charge in relation to their quotas. 
(2) Should one of the contracting industries have for 
disposal for export more sugar than its export quota, the 
surplus is to be stored at its own expense. (3) Should 
total exports at the meeting to be held in the autumn be 
fixed at more than 1,150,000 tons, the excess over this 
amount shall be apportioned to the contracting countries 
in relation to the export quotas already laid down. (4) 
Should total exports at the meeting to be held in the 
autumn be fixed at less than 1,150,000 tons, unanimous 
agreement concerning such a reduction must take place 
and new quotas will then be fixed. 

The contracting parties agree that all obligations 
arising out of the protocol and the agreement reached in 
Berlin shall apply only if agreement is reached with 
Cuba in the autumn. 

It might be added that the German Sugar Export 
Association has, it is reported, been prolonged until 


September, 1930. 





EXPIRY OF MORATORIUM IN FORMER 
RUSSIAN POLAND. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that the moratorium for bills drawn in former Russian 
Poland in the district Courts of Appeal in Warsaw and 
Lublin, which expired on 3lst December, 1927, has not 
been extended. Instead, the Polish Government has 
issued a Decree regulating the settlement of the claims 
resulting from such bills, and from bills in general, 
which were issued and payable before Ist January, 1925. 
These will become null and void on 30th June next. 
Special provisions are made in the Decree in respect of 
bills which are situate in Russia.

NEWPORT NEWS (VIRGINIA) TRADE IN 1927. 


The British Vice-Consul at Virginia reports that, 
according to statistics published by the Collector of 
Customs, Newport News, imports and exports in 1927 
amounted in value tw 2,581,899 dollars and 46,709,990 
dols., as compared with 2,117,851 dols. and 80,366,027 
dols. respectively in 1926. It will be seen, therefore, 
that while imports last year rose by 464,048 dols., 
exports fell by 33,656,037 dols. In considering the 1926 
figures it should be borne in mind that the British coal 


stoppage was largely responsible for the high value of © 


goods exported, although it is generally considered that 
activities in 1927 fell below those of the average year.

VENEZUELA. 





A CALL TO BRITISH TRADERS. 


During the past two years Venezuela has made rapid 
advances in the industrial spheres, and, writes Mr. H. 
Bancroft Livingston, British Consul at Caracas, in his 
*Report on the Economic and Financial Conditions in 
Venezuela, the long period of tranquillity which the 
country has now enjoyed is likely to have ingrained the 
habits of peace deeply enough in the people to ensure 
the ultimate continuance of stable government. 

The oil industry is, of course, one of the principal 
factors in the country’s present state of prosperity, and 
the potentialities in this direction alone are very great. 
(A section of Mr. Bancroft Livingston’s Report is de- 
voted to a comprehensive review of the Venezuelan oil 
situation.) The attention the Government has been 
paying to road-making has already resulted in the 
linking up of many towns and ports by well-constructed 
and satisfactorily maintained highways of macadam 
and concrete eminently suited for motor traffic. The 
population of the country has slightly increased, and 
advances have been observed in its health conditions and 
social life. 

However, with all the progress that has been made, 
the country still presents so many possibilities and so 
much scope for further development in many directions 
that Venezuela may be said to be still in its industrial 
infancy, and to offer prizes which call for enterprise and 
energetic action on the part of British traders in general. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR BriTIsH EXPORTERS. 

Trade in general has improved considerably during the 
past two years—a result due principally to the develop- 
ment of the petroleum industry, although the agricul- 
tural industry of the country has also continued satis- 
factory. Coffee and cocoa represent some two-thirds 
of the value of the exports of the country. There are 
approximately 33,000 coffee plantations, involving an 
investment of about £3,500,000. The figures for the 
1927 crop of cocoa are expected to show a good improve- 
ment on those for 1926, during which year there was a 
considerable falling off, due to drought. Sugar is pro- 
duced principally for home consumption, though there 
is also a fair export business. Some £2,000,000 is in- 
vested in about 600 sugar estates. Tobacco, cotton, 
balata gum, tonka beans and chicle are other exported 
items of interest to Britain in regard to which there 
exists scope for development on a much greater scale. 
Approximately 33,000 square miles of the area of the 
country are good for stock-raising, and a successful 
dairying enterprise is carried on at Maracay. In the 
forest areas divi-divi pods for tanning, fustic and indigo 
for dyeing, rubber plants and the cabinet woods, in- 
cluding mahogany, are of commercial importance. 

Great Britain’s share in Venezuelan imports in 1926 
was about 53 million bolivares, comparing with the 
United States 229 million bols., Germany 38 million 
bols., and France 26 million bols. The United States 
is still Great Britain’s principal competitor. Notwith- 
standing, however, the many natural advantages enjoyed 
by the former, and the decidedly more aggressive policy 
pursued by its traders, there is no reason why a display 
of greater activity and interest on the part of British 
exporters should not give them a larger share in the in- 
creasing prosperity and purchasing power of the 
Venezuelan market.

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With the extension of operations in the petroleum 
areas and the continuous activity observed in bettering 
existing and providing new roads the market for motor 
vehicles and machinery for use in oilfields and for various 
constructional works is growing more important. The 
private automobile, the public ‘‘ taxi ’’ and motor omni- 
bus, the truck and farm tractor are all becoming more 
widely used. Hardware, porcelain, textiles and flour 
are among the other imports in which the British Com- 
monwealth has a share. Yet in all of these items, as in 
many others, such as drugs and patent medicines, 
earthenware, foodstuffs and the cheaper quality textiles, 
Great Britain’s part could be greater than it is. 

The opportunities for British firms in the following 
directions are widening and extending : — 

(i) Oilfield machinery and material ; camps, etc. 
(ii) Pipe-lines and shallow-draught tankers ; 
(iii) Road-making machinery, implements, and 
cement ; 
(iv) Light railway material and rolling stock ; 
(v) Building materials ; 
(vi) Agricultural machinery ; 

(vii) Machinery for textile and other factories; and 

(viii) Motor omnibuses and motor trucks. 

In addition, the rapid development of cities such as 
Caracas and Maracaibo provide scope for British enter- 
prise in the directions of town-extension planning, im- 
proved drainage and sanitary works, etc., while the in- 
crease in population and the accretions thereto of North 
Americans and Europeans suggest the need for such insti- 
tutions as efficient laundries and dry-cleaning establish- 
ments, as well as for first-class hotels and restaurants, 
etc., the existing services of this kind leaving very much 
to be desired. 


REPRESENTATION AND Business Metuops. 


The representation of United Kingdom firms is mainly 
in the hands of Venezuelan agents, there being only two 
British commission houses in the country. The popula- 


tion and trade of Maracaibo has become sufficiently - 


important to justify the establishment of strong separate 
connections there. The position of Guanta and its 
development as a port for eastern Venezuela, succeeding 
the decline of Barcelona as the result of sandbank forma- 
tions, will probably render it a good centre for repre- 
sentation before very long. Advertising is practically 
confined to newspapers. ‘The personal element is always 
of leading importance in dealing with Latin Americans 
Catalogues and propaganda should always be in the 
Spanish Janguage; measurements and weights in the 
metric system ; and prices in the currency of the country.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN JANUARY. 








BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


_ As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices 
in January were, on the average, higher than in Decem- 
ber by 0-4 per cent., the index numbers for the two 
months being 84:8 and 84-5 respectively (1924=100). 
For the entire year 1927 the average index was 85:1. 
The January index for food shows a rise of 1-4 per cent. 
on the figure for December, and that for industrial 
materials a fall of 0-2 per cent. The figures for the three 
food groups show an increase of 0-5 per cent. for cereals, 
of 2-4 per cent. for meat and fish, and of 1-4 per cent. 
for other kinds. Among the indices for industrial mate- 
nals the largest changes are shown in those for textile 
materials, cotton prices falling by 1:7 per cent. and 
prices for other textiles rising by 1-1 per cent., compar- 
ing the averages for January with those for December. 
Iron and steel and other metals and minerals cheapened 
by 0-6 per cent., while miscellaneous industrial materials 
became dearer by 0-9 per cent. 
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In the following table the average prices in January 
are compared with those of December and of a year 
earlier :—

The higher index for cereals in January was attribut- 
able mainly to increased prices for rice, maize and feed- 
ing barley, which more than balanced the reductions 
recorded for wheat and flour. Rice rose to 16s. per cwt. 
compared with the December quotation of 15s. 74d. ; 
maize was 8s. 44d. per 100 lbs. in the second half of 
January, against 7s. 8d. at the beginning of December ; 
and the London quotation for feeding barley rose during 
the two months by ls. per cwt. to 10s. The “‘ official ’’ 
price for straight-run flour in London was 41s. per sack 
of 280 lbs. for the week commencing 16th January and 
41s. 6d. per sack for the rest of the month. It had not 
been at so low a figure since October, 1925. December 
prices were 42s. and 42s. 6d. per sack. Scotch beef was 
somewhat cheaper on the average in January than in 
December, while English beef, imported beef, English 
and Scotch mutton and New Zealand lamb were dearer. 
The largest price increases in the group were recorded 
in respect of Wiltshire bacon and fish. These increases 
were offset to a considerable extent by reductions for 
pork, American bacon and eggs. First quality Wiltshire 
bacon, smoked, was priced at 130s. per cwt. in January 
compared with 118s. per ewt. in December, while Ameri- 
can green bacon fell during the two months from 85s. 
to 78s. per cwt. Irish and Danish eggs were 28s. per 
120 at the beginning of December, but by the end of 
January the former fell to 23s. per 120 and the latter 
to 22s. 6d. The four descriptions of fish for which 
quotations are included averaged nearly 24 per cent. 
dearer in January than in the previous month. In the 
group of miscellaneous foods the most notable price 
changes were reductions for butter, tea and cocoa and 
increases for potatoes, onions and apples. New Zealand 
butter was quoted at 162s. per cwt. at the end of 
January, a reduction of 20s. per cwt. in the course of the 
two months, and Danish butter, after rising from 184s. 
per cwt. at the beginning of December to 190s. early in 
January, was quoted at 178s. per cwt. at the end of 
January. Tea prices have been falling since early Sep- 
tember, when the average for Indian tea at the public 
auctions (plus Customs duty) was 25-3d. per lb.; the 
corresponding averages for the beginning of December 
and the end of January were 22-63d. and 20-00d. per Ib. 
respectively. There were considerable advances in 
potato prices early in January, and best quality Edward 
VII. potatoes were quoted in London at 180s. per ton; 
at the end of that month the price fell to 165s. per ton, 
but was still 10s. above the early December price. 

Some reductions were effected in quotations for pig- 
iron; hematite West Coast mixed numbers fell from 
89s. 6d. to 85s. per ton, Derby, Leicester and Notts 
(No. 3 foundry) from 65s. to 64s. per ton, and Scottish 
(No. 3 foundry) from 72s. to 70s. per ton. A reduction 
from £13 to £12 10s. per ton made at the beginning of 
January for marked bars (Staffs) was continued through- 
out the month, and flat steel bars, 5 in. to 8 in., were 
reduced at the end of January from £9 2s. 6d. to 
£8 17s. 6d. per ton. The rise from £5 15s. to £6 per 
ton for soft steel billets and the fall from £13 7s. 6d. 
to £13 per ton for galvanised corrugated sheets, 24 
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gauge, made in December, were continued throughout 
January. Further falls in the price of tin brought the 
cash quotation for Straits tin down to £246 5s. per ton 
on 18th January, compared with £266 per ton on the 
2nd and £250 5s. per ton on the 30th; in the early days 
of December quotations varied between £273 10s. and 
£276 per ton. 

The lower average shown for cotton materials is in the 
main due to reduced quotations for four of the seven 
cotton cloths included in the calculation, the averages 
for raw cotton and yarns showing little change comparing 
figures for January with those for December. The 
reductions for those cloths were—from 26s. to 22s. 6d. 
per piece for 32 inch printers (116 yards, 16 x 16, 32’s 
and 50’s), from 28s. to 25s. 9d. per piece for 36 inch 
shirtings (76 yards, 19 x 19, 32’s and 40’s), from 15s. to 
12s. 104d. per piece for 38 inch shirtings (38 yards, 18 x 
16, 10 lbs.), and from 14s, to 12s. per piece for 39 inch 
shirtings (374 yards, 16 x 15, 84 lbs.). Quotations for 
other textile materials show rises for raw wool, wool 
yarns, linen yarns and raw silk, and falls for raw jute 
and hemp. Wool tops in oil (merino, 64’s average) after 
rising to 523d. per lb. in November fell to 51d. per lb. in 
December and rose to 533d. at the end of January. 
There was a similar movement in the price of crossbred 
tops in oil (Colonial carded, 48’s) from 26d. to 25d. per 
lb. and then to 27d. per lb. 

Among the miscellaneous industrial materials there 
were reductions for soda crystals, flooring boards, 
mahogany and wainscot oak, and increases for building 
deal and hides. At the end of January quotations for 
hides were in advance of early December prices by 
amounts varying from 14d. to 12d. per lb., and calfskins 
became dearer by 1#d. per lb. 

In the indices given below for January and earlier 
months the prices for individual months are shown as 
percentages of the averages for the same groups in the 
year 1924.

Taking the average for 1913 as 100, the index for all 
articles for January is 140-9, the figures for the 53 
articles of food and for the 97 industrial being 153-2 and 
134°2 respectively. The averages for the year 1927 
were 141°4 for all articles, 152-0 for articles of food 
and 135-7 for other articles included in the total. The

The index for the ten descriptions of coal included 
with other metals and minerals is 117-9. 

The January averages for the 53 articles of food, com- 
pared with the averages for December, show 25 increases 
and 19 decreases; of the increases 10 were over 5 per 
cent., including 4 of over 10 per cent., while two were 
between 20 and 25 per cent. Of the decreases only 4 ex- 
ceeded 5 per cent., and the largest amounted to 74 per 
cent. Industrial materials show 26 increases, of which 
21 were below 5 per cent. and the largest slightly above 
10 per cent. ; decreases are recorded for 35 of the items 
included with industrial materials, all being of less than 
10 per cent. and 30 of them less than 5 per cent.

INSTITUTE OF METALS. 

The twentieth Annual General Meeting of the Insti- 
tute of Metals will be held in London on 7th and 8th 
March, when the new President, Dr. W. Rosenhain, 
F.R.S., will be inducted into the chair by Sir John 
Dewrance, K.B.E., and will deliver his presidential 
address. Afterwards sixteen papers will be read and 
discussed. These include contributions from metal- 
lurgists in Germany, Japan and the United States, as 
well as Great Britain. Following the papers there will 
be the formal opening of the new offices and library of 
the Institute at 36, Victoria Street, London, S.W. 1. 
The official programme of the meeting includes a notable 
list of new members—123 in all—which brings the mem- 
bership close to 2,600, a strikingly large proportion of 
whom reside abroad. An election of members is 
announced to take place on 22nd February. Particulars 
of membership, which now covers the period ending 30th 
June, 1929, may be obtained from the Secretary, Mr.

Among the latest applicants are M. André Citroén and 
representatives of the French Mint and Ministry of 
Marine.

lamb, carcases, 34,882; frozen sundries, packages, 59; 
livers, cases, 44; tongues, cases, 45, bags, 279; meat 
extract, cases, 60; skirts, bags, 82; hearts, bags, 79; 
kidneys, cases, 588; rabbits, crates, 3,019; tallow, 
casks, 524; butter, boxes, 78,924; cheese, crates, 3,125; 
preserved milk, cases, 18; honey, lbs., 47,936; sultanas, 
lbs., 229,040 ; wool, greasy, bales, 32,409, scoured, bales, 
2,812; sheepskins, number, 36,622; wheat, centals, 
79,189; barley, centals, 1,533; flour, centals, 28,319;

CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 

The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that 
between 19th and 25th January 49,000 barrels and 
3,700 boxes of Canadian apples were shipped to 
British ports. The total number of apples ex- 
ported from Canada this season up to 12th January 
was 381,271 barrels, 11,824 half-barrels, and 545,587 
boxes, as compared with 379,274 barrels, 8,143 
half-barrels, and 784,357 boxes during the correspond- 
ing period of last season. 


FOREIGN TRADE OF CYPRUS. 

The Cyprus Trade Commissioner in London reports 
that imports during December last totalled £135,791, 
while exports amounted to £137,096, and considerably 
exceeded those of December, 1926. Exports of oranges 
and lemons were good, but disease reduced the number 
available, although not so much as was anticipated. The 
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Lefka oranges, which will be shipped later, have not 
suffered to any appreciable extent. Potatoes improved 
slightly in price; nearly 1,000 tons were exported. The 
quantity of tobacco grown in Cyprus during 1927 was 
considerably in excess of that of previous years, and some 
30 tons were exported. Imports and exports during 1927 
amounted to £1,585,939 and £1,542,870, as compared 
with £1,570,279 and £1,103,572 respectively in 1926. 
It will be seen that, while the former rose by £15,660, 
the latter advanced by £439,298. 

The chief imports were :—Blasting powder, dynamite, 
etc., £2,740; cotton yarns and goods, £21,660; fish, 
£4,133; flour, wheaten, £14,283; iron and steel manu- 
factures, £2,246; leather, sole, £2,317; machinery, 
£7,945; manure, £3,726; petroleum, £3,259; rice, 
£2,059; silk manufactures, £2,068; sugar, £5,029; 
timber, £5,758; tobacco, unmanufactured, £3,854; 
and woollen manufactures, £4,791. 

On the export side the chief items were :—Asbestos, 
£20,733; barley, £1,078; carobs, £30,799 ; chrome iron, 
£1,200; cigarettes, £1,844; cotton, raw, £2,029; em- 
broidery and needlework, £7,401; lemons and oranges, 
£2,330; mules, £5,015; oxen, £1,500; potatoes, 
£7,802 ; pyrites, £14,771; raisins, £8,740; silk, raw, or 
wound silk, £1,380; terra umbra, £1,506; tobacco, un- 
manufactured, £1,802; wine, £4,926; and wool, £2,702. 





GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 

The Secretary to the Gold Coast Government Com- 
mercial Intelligence Bureau in London states that 
exports of cocoa from the Gold Coast in January last 
amounted to 39,930 tons. 





SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE IN JANUARY, 


The Standard Bank of South Africa report the receipt 
of a cablegram from their general managers intimating 
that during the month of January imports into the 
Union of South Africa were valued at approximately 
£6,119,842, and exports from the Union at about 
£6,838 ,839, the latter including £2,957,389 native gold.

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Commis- 
sioner in London on the season and crops during the 
week ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 6th February.— During the week 
ended 5th February rainfall was nearly general in the 
United Provinces and the Kumaon Hills on three days; 
in the West Central Provinces; the Punjab, Mysore and 
south-east Madras on two days; and in West Central 
India, east Rajputana, north Hyderabad, east Berar, 
Malabar, Central India, Hyderabad, the Bombay 
Deccan and the Madras Deccan on one day. Elsewhere 
there were local or few falls of rain. 

Crops.—Bengal, lst February.—Rainfall generally 
was light and scattered, and more rain is needed. The 
prospects for standing crops generally are fair except in 
parts of the west and north. Central Provinces, 30th 
January.—There was light rain in parts, but more is 
needed for rabi crops. Some damage has been done to 
rabi by hail and pests; otherwise the condition of crops 
is good. Punjab, 30th January.—General rainfall 
has benefited standing crops. The condition of the 


rops is average to good on irrigated areas and generally 


average on unirrigated areas. Bihar and Orissa, 30th 
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January.—Rainfall was general except in Orissa. The 
condition of standing and rabi crops generally is good. 
Slight damage is apprehended to early oilseeds and 
pulses owing to the recent rains and cloudy weather. 
Madras, 28th January.—The weather was practically 
dry. The condition of standing crops is fair except in 
parts. Assam, 6th February.—The weather generally 
was seasonable and favourable for crops and agricultural 
operations, but more rain is needed. Calcutta, 2nd 
February.—The Indian Commercial Intelligence De- 
partment, Calcutta, makes the following announce- 
ment :—AlIl India Crop Forecast, 1927-28: First wheat, 
30,632,000 acres. 


SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO

PAYMENT OF COLOMBIAN CONSULAR FEES. 

The ‘‘ Diario Official ’’ (Bogota) of 14th December, 
1927, contains a Decree (No. 1,957 of 1927) which pro- 
vides that, as from lst February, 1928, the Consular fees 
for the certification of invoices (3 per cent. ad val.) and 
of ship’s manifests (0-15 per cent. ad val.) for goods 
shipped to Colombia are to be collected by the Customs 
instead of, as hitherto, by Colombian Consuls in the 
country of export.

UNITED STATES TRADE CONDITIONS. 

Wholesale trade in the United States during 1927 was 
3-6 per cent. under that of 1926, states a cable received 
by the London office of the Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York. Business failures in 1927 totalled 23,146, 
against 21,773 in 1926; liabilities were 520,104,000 
dollars, against 499,232,000 dols. December earnings 
of 30 railroads were 27-7 per cent. below those of the 
final month of 1926. 


REDUCED FRENCH CONSULAR INVOICE FEE, 


Under French Customs regulations, goods which are 
subject to ad valorem Customs duties on importation into 
France must be accompanied by an invoice legalised by 
the French Consular authorities in the country of 
dispatch. Until recently, the fee charged by French 
Consular officers in this country for the legalisation of 
such invoices was 14°40 gold francs (lls. 64d.), but 
legalisation was given free in the case of invoices covering 
goods of a value not exceeding 100 gold francs (£4). 

In virtue of a recent exchange of notes between H.M. 
Government and the French Government, the rate of the 
fee for Consular legalisation of invoices of goods (duti- 
able on an ad valorem basis on importation into France) 
sent from the United Kingdom, has now been reduced. 
Consular legalisation of invoices covering goods of a value 
of 100 gold francs (£4) or less, will continue to be given 
free, and a reduced fee of 5 gold francs will be charged 
by French Consular officers in the United Kingdom for 
the legalisation of invoices covering goods of a value of 
more than 100 gold francs. Documents serving both 
as certificates of origin and as Consular invoices are to be 
subject to the same fee as Consular invoices. 

It is understood that the fee of 5 gold francs is subject 
to the general 20 per cent. increase of taxes applied since 
1924, and that the sterling equivalent of the fee now 
payable is 4s. 10d.

CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING IN MANITOBA. 
(From the Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
WINNIPEG. 


Co-operative marketing in Manitoba is, as yet, in its early 
stages. Independent co-operative companies have been in 
existence for some time past, but it is only within the last 
few years that the movement has made any considerable 
development, and has been taken under the aegis of the 
Government. <A Report on co-operative marketing in Sas- 
katchewan was published in the “* Journal ’’ of 20th October, 
1927 (page 412); and the following review of condi- 
tions in Manitoba will serve to show the difference in the 
methods adopted to achieve the same ends :— 


The Legislature of the Province of Manitoba passed an 


Act in 1925 entitled ‘‘ The Co-operative Associations Act.’’ 
This, which superseded another Act of the same name, is 
administered by the Department of Agriculture and permits 
the incorporation of marketing and mercantile co-operative 
associations with any objects or powers to which the 
authority of the Legislature extends, with the exception of 
the construction and working of railways, the business of 
insurance and the business of a trust or guarantee company. 
Among other provisions this Law permits a marketing asso- 
ciation and its members to make and execute marketing con- 
tracts, requiring the members to sell or deliver for sale for 
any period of time, not over ten years, all or any specified 
part of their agricultural products or specified commodities 
exclusively to or through the association or any facilities to 
be created by the association. 

Though the Department of Agriculture administers this 
Act, it has no markets branch, and is not in a position, as is 
the Department of Agriculture in Saskatchewan, to give any 
direct assistance in the organisation of marketing associa- 
tions. That work is carried out by the Co-operative Mar- 
keting Board, a body created by the Government under the 
‘Wheat Board Money Trust Act,’’ passed by the Legislature 
in 1926. The purpose of this Act was to authorise the ex- 
penditure of the income from cerlain moneys, accruing to 
the Government of Manitoba from the operations of the 
Canadian Wheat Board during the war, for the encourage- 
men of co-operative marketing in the province. Under it 
there was created a board of seven members known as the 
Co-operative Marketing Board, whose functions are :— 

(2) to assist in the development and encouragement of 
co-operation amongst agricultural producers in Manitoba in 
marketing their produce. 

(6) to investigate laws and agencies for and methods of 
co-operative marketing in Manitoba and other provinces of 
Canada, and in other countries, and to report thereon, with 
recommendations of approved matters to the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council. 

(c) to perform such further duties relating to the co-operative 
marketing of agricultural products as the Lieutenant-Governor- 
in-Council may direct.

The Board in the performance of its duties may make 
grants of money out of the said fund :— 

(2) as prizes or scholarships, with power to make regulations 
for the competing and qualifying therefor; or 

(0) as gifts in aid of agricultural co-operative research carried 
on by the University of Manitoba. 


In outlining the work and policy of the Board the Secre~ 
tary states that since its organisation ‘‘ time has been 
devoted primarily to work of an investigational and general 
educational character. The purpose is to investigate chan- 
neis of trade and methods of organisation, with a view to 
working out plans for the co-operative marketing of farm 
products. Assistance will be given in the organisation of 
local marketing associations, but where anything of a pro- 
vince-wide character is attempted this assistance will be 
given only in an indirect way. No assistance will be given 
in the actual marketing of agricultural products. ’’ 

It is the policy of the Co-operative Marketing Board to 
concentrate on organising co-operative effort in the market- 
ing of one product at a time, and as a result of its efforts 
during the past year the Manitoba Co-operative Livestock 
Producers, Ltd., has recently been incorporated. This 
organisation will co-ordinate the activities of a number of 
district associations. Just as members are under contract 
to their district associations, so these associations are under 
contract to the Manitoba Co-operative Livestock Producers, 
Ltd., and this organisation in turn is under contract to the 
Central Livestock Co-operative, an interprovincial sales 
agency operated and controlled by a joint board of directors 
selected by the provinces concerned. 

During the past year investigations have been made into 
the marketing of fish caught in the Lakes and off the Hudson 
Bay coast of Manitoba, and recommendations will be made 
with a view to organising some sort of co-operative effort 
for this industry also. 


ORGANISATIONS IN OPERATION. 


Before the formation of the Co-operative Marketing Board 
four important co-operative organisations were already 
operating in the Province (a) The Manitoba Co-operative 
Wheat Producers, Ltd., (b) The Canadian Co-operative 
Wool Growers, Ltd., (c) The Manitoba Co-operative Dairies, 
Ltd., (d) Manitoba Co-operative Poultry Marketing Asso- 
ciation, Ltd. 

The Manitoba Co-operative Wheat Producers, Ltd., is the 
Manitoba section of the Canadian Co-operative Wheat Pro- 
ducers, Ltd., better known as ‘‘ The Wheat Pool ”’ (see the 
‘* Journal ”’’ of 21st January, 1926, pp. 78-9). 

The Canadian Co-operative Wool Growers, Ltd., is a 
Dominion-wide organisation operating wool collecting and 
grading stations from coast to coast. Its objects are to pro- 
mote the sheep industry of Canada by reducing the cost of 
marketing wool to the farmers, and distributing stockmen’s 
supplies, sacks and twine and manufactured woollens at 
lowest prices. Operations in Manitoba are directed by the 
branch in Regina, and particulars were recently given of 
its activities in the report on Co-operative Marketing in 
Saskatchewan referred to above. 

The Manitoba Co-operative Dairies, Ltd., received its 
charter in August, 1920, the objects of the company being 
to encourage the dairying industry by giving to the pro- 
ducer the utmost returns for his labour. An existing plant 
was acquired in Winnipeg and manufacturing commenced 
in June, 1921. In five years the amount of butter made by 
this plant has increased from about 250,000 Ibs. to 1,300,000 
Ibs. In this same period, after paying competitive prices 
for produce, paying 7 per cent. per annum interest on 
stock, and laying by a reserve fund of over 10,000 dollars 
bonus payments to shippers and employees have totalled 
almost 37,000 dols. Early last year a second plant was 
acquired in Brandon. The company have adopted the 
policy of discouraging the establishment of small country 
creameries at points throughout the province. It is claimed 
that the small creamery cannot give the results to the 
producer than can be obtained from the larger and more 
centralised plant, and that it is economically unsound. 

The company claims to differ from most of the other co- 
operative organisations in the province in the following 


respects :— 

(1) They market the primary product of the farm as an 
entirely different article; they receive cream and market butter 
and ice cream. This necessitates a manufacturing process 
requiring a comparatively heavy capital expenditure. The 
capital had to be obtained from the producers. 

(2) They have not adopted the contract system for obtaining 
patronage, but have largely depended for the holding and 
increasing of their business on the returns given. 

(3) They sell commodities extensively used by the producers 
of cream, and in consequence their market is very largely in the 
hands of the primary producers. 

The company claims to have had an important influence 
on the whole dairy industry of the Province, having done 
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much to reduce the spread between the cream and whole- 
sale butter prices, and having been largely instrumental in 
the establishment of compulsory cream grading by the Pro- 
vincial Government on Ist May, 1923. 

The Manitoba Co-operative Poultry Marketing Association, 
Ltd., with headquarters at Hartney, Manitoba, has a mem- 
bership of 7,900 in eighty-two branches. Its objects are :—(1) 
To reduce the diffrence between the price paid by the 
consumer of poultry and eggs and thai received by the pro- 
ducer, thereby assuring to the producer a larger share of the 
selling price of his products; (2) to encourage production of 
a higher grade of produce to the mutual advantage of con- 
sumer and producer. The association, which handles live 
and dressed poultry and eggs, has met with very consider- 
able success since its organisation in 1922. In that year it 
marketed only 116,351 lbs. of dressed poultry. In 1926 it 
handled 946,307 lbs. of dressed poultry, 85,446 Ibs. of live 
poultry, and 1,242,960 dozen eggs. Cost of operation last 
year, including packing, assembling and so on, amounted 
to approximately two cents per lb. for dressed poultry and 
five cents per dozen for eggs. 

The Association has directed its efforts to establishing 
grades, improving production, marketing produce and ob- 
taining satisfactory prices. 

In addition to the above organisations there are a number 
of small co-operative associations throughout the Province 
interested in the marketing of seed grain, grass seed, dairy 
products, and so on. There are eleven consumers’ associa- 
tions operating general stores, there is one beef ring, and 
five social associations operating community halls. 

In any list of co-operative enterprises the Lake Shippers’ 
Clearance Association should be included. This association 
was organised on a co-operative basis by the grain shippers, 
and operates as a clearing house for documents, combining 
all the documents of the different shippers to give the 
vessels the maximum dispatch in loading and also to in- 
crease the movement by rail in the same way by combining 
the shipments se that cars can be distributed to the best 
advantage to the terminals for loading, thereby eliminating 
switching as far as possible. 





GOLD COAST COLONY. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1927. 

It is reported by the Gold Coast Government Commercial 
Intelligence Bureau in London that the value of imports 
into the Gold Coast Colony in December was £1,307,076 as 
compared with £854,104 in December, 1926, or an increase of 
£452,972. For the past year the total value of imports was 
£10,905,681 as against £8,012.445 in 1926, a rise of 
£2,893, 236. 

Exports from the Colony in December were valued at 
£2,065,523, a decrease of £270,500 from the corresponding 
month of the previous year, but the total value for 1927 was 
£14,005,002, an increase of £2,256,544 over 1926. 

Customs revenue in December last amounted to £388,071 
as against £269,469 in December, 1926, an advance of 
£118,602. The total for the nine months April-December, 
1927, was £2,136,144 as compared with £1,513,972 in the 
corresponding nine months cf 1926, an increase of £622,172.

IMPORTS FOR HOME CONSUMPTION. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during 
the first nine months of 1927 imports for home consumption 
were valued at £5,085,604, as compared with £5,487,382 in 
ihe period January-September, 1926. These imports ex- 
clude Government goods and specie, also produce of Tangan- 
yika Territory, which during the period under review were 
valued at £486,723, as against £931,667 in the corresponding 
period of 1926. 

Great Britain supplied imports to the value of £2,031,412, 
or 40 per cent. of the total, the United States £649,935 (' 
per cent), India £506,865 (10 per cent.), Holland £273,732 
(o per cent.), Germany £258,937 (5 per cent.), and Japan 
£221,556 (4 per cent.). 





IRISH FREE STATE. 





FOREIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1927. 


The Irish Free State Department of Industry and Com- 
merce have recently issued trade statistics for December, 
1927, which show that during that month imports and ex- 
ports (excluding re-exports) amounted in value to £4,504,474 
and £4,006,096 as compared with £5,413,473 and £3,632,331 
respectively in December, 1926. The totals for the whole of 
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1927 (excluding re-exports) were £59,126,087 and £43,195 979 
as against £59,230,972 and £40,225,904 respectively in 199¢

FOREIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1927. 
(From the British Commercial Secretary.) 
BERLIN. 

Imports into Germany during December last exceeded 
exports by 304-3 million marks, as against an excess of the 
former over the latter of 377-2 million mks. in November. 
The following table shows the value of the main groups of 
imports and exports :—

Imports (excluding gold and silver) showed a decrease of 
33 million mks. as compared with November. Raw materials 
increased by 13 miliion mks., but foodstuffs and finished 
goods declined by 22 million and 20 million mks. respec- 
tively. Exports showed an advance of 43 million mks., in- 
cluding all groups, particularly raw materials, by 16 million 
mks., and finished goods by 27 million mks. 

The smaller imports of foodstuffs were accounted for 
mainly by reduced quantities of rye, wheat, fruit and pota- 
toes, while there was a rise in meat, bacon and tropical 
fruits. The principal items in the higher imports of raw 
materials and semi-manufactured goods were: Textiles 
(cotton by 10-8 million mks. and wool by 8-0 million mks.), 
copper, mineral oils, tobacco, lead and zinc ore; a decrease 
was shown in imports of furs, oilseeds, rubber, iron ore and 
animal fat. The fall in imports of finished goods was 
mainly accounted for by reduced quantities of textiles (by 
7-7 million mks.), ironware (by 7-6 million mks.) and 
machinery (by 3-0 million mks.). 

There was an increase of a million mks. in exports of 
foodstuffs. The chief items in the additional exports of raw 
materials and semi-manufactured goods were sulphate of 
ammonia, potash, skins and hides, cut timber and wood 
pulp. There was a reduction in the exports of textile 
finished goods (by 1-8 million mks.), ships, furs, toys and 
boots and shoes, but there was a substantial advance in 
those of ironware and rolling mill products (by 11-3 million 
mks.), machinery (by 6-5 million mks.), as well as chemical 
and pharmaceutical products, dyes, paints and varnishes, 
copper goods, books, electro-technical products, films, 
rubber goods, paper and paper-wares. 

Imports of gold and silver showed a fall of 4-2 million 
mks. as compared with those of November, while there was 
also a slight reduction in exports. 





HONDURAS REPUBLIC. 





THE COMMERCIAL OUTLOOK. 


The basis of prosperity in the Republic of Honduras is, 
broadly speaking, more intimately connected with the ques- 
tion of internal peace than with economic factors arising 
out of the volume of production of its agricultural resources, 
writes Mr. A. H. King, British Consul at Tegucigalpa, in his 
Report on Economic and Financial Conditions of the 
Republic of Honduras (published by H.M. Stationery Office). 
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While the value of exports steadily increased from 
7,897,006 United States dollars in 1924 to 13,456,001 dols. jn 
1926, during the same period the value of imports fell from 
11,137,917 dols. to 9,899,949 dols. The total of exports jg 
comprised almost entirely of bananas, silver, coffee ang 
sugar, the production of which, with the exception of coffee, 
is controlled by four foreign companies. 

Nevertheless, in spite of increased exports, the country js 
still suffering from economic depression, due entirely to 
political conditions, and it is obvious that there will be no 
sound and stable basis for general prosperity until interna] 
strife has been abandoned for constitutional methods. 
Given peace the fundamental problem on which commercial} 
expansion depends is that of transport, which, when solved, 
will open the way to continued progress and development, 
The importance of the provision of adequate transport facili- 
ties is that Honduraneans will be enabled thereby to share 
in the Republic’s productivity, which is at present com. 
pletely in the hands of foreign enterprises. 

The conclusion of an arrangement for the payment of the 
external debt and the object lesson afforded by recent 
events in Nicaragua appear to have had a steadying effect on 
internal politics, and signs are not lacking that constitu. 
tional paths will in future be followed in preference to revo- 
lutionary methods. In the event of peace and the improve- 
ment of transport facilities there is not likely to be any 
immediate dramatic commercial expansion, but the basis 
will have been laid for a gradually expanding prosperity. 

While imports from Great Britain have fallen off in 
sympathy with the general downward movement of trade, 
the latter has held her own, and, in spite of the advantages 
enjoyed by the United States, there are indications that she 
may in the future increase her participation in this market,

SUPPLY OF NATIONAL COAL. 
REGULATIONS UNDER ‘‘ CoaL STATUTE.”’ 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’”’ for 8th January contains a 
Royal Order, dated 7th January, approving provisional 
regulations for the commercial organisation of the supply 
of national coal in Spain. These regulations are issued 
under the Coal Statute, of which particulars were given in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 18th August last (pp. 179-80), and a sum- 
mary of the regulations (prepared in the British Embassy 
at Madrid) is given below :— 

Producers incorporated in the coal regime wiil form 
themselves into Syndicates, which will be grouped into a 
Federation for the purpose of carrying the provisions of the 
Coal Statute into effect. The Federation and Syndicates 
will be governed by regulations drafted by them and ap- 
proved by the Government on the advice of the National 
Fuel Council. 

The Federation will represent the Syndicates in dealings 
with the Government, public and private bodies and indi- 
viduals. It will also organise the central office as well as 
branch offices and agencies that may be required for the 
distribution of national coal and provide for the adequate 
supply of the consuming centres. The Federation will, in 
addition to its other functions, carry into effect measures 
promulgated by the Government and attend to orders of 
the Executive Committee of the Solid Fuel Section of the 
National Fuel Council. 

The function of the Syndicates is to represent the pro- 
ducers in the Federation, to carry out their own rules, and 
lo exercise such powers as may be vested in them by the 
Federation. 

The Syndicates may comprise one or more coalfield, and 
all producers of coal who have joined the regime and who 
operate in these zones are to be represented in them. 
Within each Syndicate there will be a section formed by 
coke producers, and the total of these sections will represent 
the Syndicate of Coke Producers. The same procedure is to 
be adopted in the case of briquette manufacturers. 

All members of Syndicates are obliged to place at the dis- 
posal of the Federation such coal, coke and briquettes as 
they produce destined for industries under the obligation to 
consume national coal. 

The Central Office (referred to above) will have powers to 
deal with all contracts as representing the affiliated pro- 
ucers, and may, with permission, delegate these powers to 
branch offices and agencies. It will deal with all orders for

coal sent in by consumers and co-ordinate the supplies to 
entities under obligation to consume national coal, taking 
into account the output assigned to each particular mine. 

The consumer is entitled to receive the quality of coal he 
requires, subject to its being available. In cases where coal 
of the quality required is not available, or where coal of the 
quantity or quality and with the delivery date specified in 
the contract cannot be supplied from stock, the consumer 
may demand that his requirements be met from coal 
produced outside the regime or from abroad. 

Penalties are laid down to be applied to producers and 
consumers in cases of infraction of these regulations.

BELGIAN CONGO. 
NEW QUARANTINE REGULATIONS. 

Information to the following effect has been cabled by 
the British Consul at Boma :— 

Owing to the accumulation of cargo due to an outbreak 
of yellow fever an Ordinance dated 24th January, but in- 
operative as to vessels which completed loading or sailed 
prior to 3lst January, prohibits as from Ist February the 
discharge of cargo in any lower Congo port excepting from 
the mail liners and in their case only for medica] stores, 
foodstuffs and public service necessaries. The Minister for 
the Colonies at Brussels may, it is stated, grant licences in 
cases of an exceptional character.

GERMANY. 
KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN DECEMBER, 1927. 


(From the British Consul-General. ) 
HAMBURG. 
Traffic through the Kiel Canal fell off somewhat during 
December, as is usual at that time of year. Compared with 
the corresponding month of 1926 there was a decrease of 
about 250 vessels aggregating 100,000 net registered tons 
passing through the canal, and as against November, 1927, 
there was also a decline, the actual figures being as follows:

The larger extent of the decrease is attributable to the 
severe winter, which has interfered with shipping con- 
siderably more than last winter. 

Of the 3,657 vessels in the month under review 2,278 
were registered as seagoing steamers and aggregated 
1,427,941 net registered tons, and 36 vessels of 41,012 net 
registered tons were seagoing motor ships. These two classes 
include 2,040 freight and passenger steamers of 1,449,202 
net registered tons, 45 fishing steamers of 3,047 net regis- 
tered tons and 195 steam tugs of 6,887 net registered tons. 
In addition there were 1,081 sailing vessels of 59,951 net 
registered tons and 262 lighters and barges of 71,997 net 
registered tons. 

During December the number of vessels with cargo de- 
creased in proportion to the smaller traffic. The number of 
fishing steamers using the canal increased considerably, but 
sailing vessels, being impeded by the ice conditions, fell off 
markedly.

MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN DECEMBER. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in the 
foreign trade during December, 1927, at ports of the United 
Kingdom was 5,719,000 tons, an increase of 5-2 per cent. as 
compared with December, 1925. In view of the effects of the 
dispute in the coal mining industry during the greater part 
of 1926, this comparison is given in place of the usual com- 
parison with the figures of a year ago. All of the principal 
nationalities, with the exception of the French, show in- 
creases; that in respect of the British tonnage amounted to 
205,000 tons, or 5-4 per cent. The arrivals in ballast totalled 
3,300,000 net tons, an increase of 5-2 per cent. as compared 
with December, 1925. The British tonnage increased by 8-7 
per cent. and the German tonnage by 12-4 per cent. The 
principal decreases were Norwegian tonnage 18-5 per cent. 
and United States tonnage 44-2 per cent. 


The net tonnage of vessels that departed with cargo in 
the foreign trade during the month was 5,921,000 tons, a 
small increase of 0-2 per cent. as compared with the corre- 
sponding figure for December, 1925. The principal increases 
were British 164,000 net tons, or 4-2 per cent., and German 
24,000 net tons, or 15-5 per cent. The only large decrease 
was Norwegian 94,000 net tons, or 31-9 per cent. The net 
tonnage of the departures in ballast during the month in-

creased by 16-7 per cent. compared with December, 1925, 
and amounted to 3,264,000 net tons. With the exception 
of the Duich tonnage, which decreased by 6-3 per cent., the 
increases were general; the British increase was 17-7 per 
cent., the Norwegian increase was 25-8 per cent., and the 
German 13-3 per cent. 

With regard to the coasting trade, the arrivals and de. 
partures with cargo during December, 1927, show increases 
of 2-8 and 4-8 per cent. respectively, as compared with the 
corresponding figures for December, 1925, and at the same 
time the arrivals and departures in ballast decreased by 
1-3 and 3-1 per cent.

RESTRICTIONS ON EXPORTATION OF SOLE 
LEATHER. 


The ‘‘ Commonwealth of Australia Gazette’’ of 22nd 
December, 1927, publishes a Proclamation dated 14th De- 
ember, 1927, issued under the Customs Act, 1901-1925, 
prohibiting the exportation from the Commonwealth of— 
(1) All sole leather and rough tanned leather (other than 
chrome tanned leather) containing more than 3 per cent. 
of mineral ash; and 

(2) All sole leather and rough tanned leather (other than 
chrome tanned leather) containing more than 2 per cent. 
and not more than 3 per cent. of mineral ash, unless the 
percentage of mineral ash so contained is set out in the 
trade description required by the Regulations issued under 
the Commerce (Trade Descriptions) Act, 1905-1926.

IMPORTATION OF OPTICAL GOODS UNDER 
PREFERENTIAL TARIFF. 


A Regulation, No. 72, was assented to by the Governor of 
the Colony on 6th December last, the effect of which is to 
raise from 25 to 75 per cent. the minimum proportion of 
the total value which must result from labour within the 
British Empire in order that the undermentioned goods 
may qualify on importation into the Colony for admission 
at the rates of the British Preferential Tariff, viz. :—Optical 
glass and optical elements, whether finished or not, micro-

The ad valorem duty in force (now 15 per cent.) will be 
chargeable upon valuations so fixed without deduction, 
except that the tax allowance for bales is fixed at 5 per cent. 
of the gross weight; when goods liable to the Tariff are 
imported in receptacles other than bales, the tare allowance 
will be the actual ascertained weight of such receptacles. 

Remnants (cut pieces), embroidered materials mixed with 
silk or artificial silk, shawls, nettings, tulles, embroidered 
lappets, furnishing fabrics and either imitation or other 
kinds of unprinted gobelin, are not included in the present 
Tariff, and will be assessed to duty ad valorem on “‘ Real 
Value ’’ as defined in Section 30 of the Sea Customs Law. 

In order to avoid detailed examination of goods, produc- 
tion of invoices relative to consignments imported will be 
necessary. Invoices, besides Customs Declaration, must 
indicate the weight either per bale (or package) or per piece 
of material and the kind of material according to the valua- 
tion set out above, as well as the number, length and width 
of pieces of each kind imported. When width is shown to 
the nearest inch the manner of calculation will be on 


average. 





REGULATIONS UNDER THE COTTON LAW. 


The ‘‘ Irag Government Gazette ’’ of 24th December, 1927, 
publishes a notification (No. 289) containing Regulations 
No. 9 of 1927, issued under the Cotton Law, No. 26 of 1927, 
as amended by Regulations No. 13 of 1927. The new Regu- 
lations prohibit the sale, offer for sale or export of any 
mixture of two or more varieties of cotton, whether such 
cotton is lint or seed cotton, and require licences for estab- 
lishing new ginneries, operating cotton ginning machines, 
buying or selling seed cotton or lint, pressing bale cotton 
lint for export. The Regulations also provide for the storage 
and marking of seed cotton, for the examination and 
Government marking of cotton lint for export, the bales 
also bearing a serial (reference) number and a mark de- 
noting the ginnery from which sent. 





NORTHERN RHODESIA. 


CONTROL OF IMPORTATION AND 
MOVEMENT OF HIDES. 


Government Notice No. 195 of 1927, published in the 
‘*Northern Rhodesia Government Gazette ’’ of 9th Decem- 
ber, 1927, contains the text of revised rules entitled the 
‘* Cattle Diseases (Hides) Rules, 1927,’’ which supersede those 
previously in force, and which provide for the control of the 
importation and movement of hides within the Territory. 

Under these revised Rules, no hides may be introduced 
into the Territory, whether in transit or otherwise, unless a

written permit in respect thereof has first been obtained 
from the Chief Veterinary Officer, such permit having to 
accompany each consignment. very application for a 
permit must be accompanied by a certificate, signed by a 
Government Veterinary Officer of the country of origin of 
the hides, to the effect that such hides have been disinfected 
by immersion in a dipping fluid containing not less than 
16 per cent. of arsenious acid.

CUSTOMS DUTIES EXEMPTIONS. 


A Government Notice dated 5th January announces that 
the following articles have been added to the list of goods 
exempted from payment of Customs duty under the pro- 
visions of the Customs Duties Exemption Ordinance 1924, 
viz. :—Spare parts of the running gear of the coaches of the 
International Sleeping Car and European Express Company, 
and all classes of animals.

EXPORT TAXES ON PRODUCE. 


An Ordinance (No. 20 of 1927) has been enacted, cited as 
the ‘‘ Produce Taxation Ordinance, 1927,’’ embodying the 
terms of the Bill referred to in Journal notice of 19th 
January last (page 91), which imposes export taxes on pro- 
duce in aid of immigration, during 1928.

TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF GLASS AND 
CRYSTAL WARES. 


A Decree of 5th May last, which modified the Customs 
duties on certain glass and crystal wares, provided that 
‘*‘ crystal ’’ was to be defined, for Tariff purposes, as “ all 
glass with a density of 2-5 or more ”’ (see the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 
28th July, 1927, page 99). 

A subsequent Decree (dated 10th November last, and pub- 
lished in the Chilean ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ on 10th December) 
cancels this definition, and provides that only glass with a 
density of 2-7 or more will be classed a ‘‘ crystal,’’ and that 
this density test is only to be applied to goods of the kinds 
included in Nos. 628, 648 and 649 of the Customs Tariff 
(figures, flowers, vases, etc., etc., and glasswares not specially 
mentioned).

IMPORT OF MATCIIES, ETC., PROHIBITED. 


As a result of the establishment of a match monopoly in 
Ecuador the importation into that country of matches and 
the like is prohibited by a Decree published in the ‘‘ Registro 
Oficial ’’ on 17th November last. The embargo covers tinder 
and all kinds of lighters, whether or not automatic or 
electric, both for motor cars and for the pocket, and all 
articles which can be used as a substitute for matches.

REGULATIONS—DANGEROUS DRUGS. 


Regulations cited as ‘‘ The Dangerous Drugs Regulations, 
1927,’’ and dated 19th December, 1927, have been issued by 
the High Commissioner for Egypt, prohibiting the import 
or export (by any British subject) of any opium or any 
dangerous drug, unless he has obtained authority from the 
Egyptian ‘‘ Administration de l’Hygiene Publique.’’ The 
Regulations also prohibit any British subject, unless specially 
licensed by the High Commissioner, to manufacture, buy, 
sell or procure for any person any opium or dangerous drug. 
The possession and supply of opium and dangerous drugs 
by medical practitioners and others is also provided for. 

For the purpose of these Regulations, ‘‘ opium ’’ includes 
raw opium, prepared opium (including dross) and medi- 
cinal opium. 

‘* Dangerous drug ”’ includes morphine, cocaine (including 
synthetic cocaine), ecgonine, diacetylmorphine (commonly 
known as diamorphine or heroin) and their respective salts, 
and any extract or tincture of Indian hemp and the resin 
obtained from Indian hemp, and the ordinary preparations 
of which the resin forms the base (such as hashish, charras), 
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and any preparation, admixture, extract or other substan 
containing any proportion of diacetylmorphine or contgjp. 
ing not less than one-fifth per cent. of morphine or opp. 
tenth per cent. of cocaine or ecgonine.

EXPORT PROHIBITION ON CERTAIN WOOp

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN FOODSTUFFS 0} 
ANIMAL ORIGIN. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 26th January contain; 
a Presidential Decree, dated 17th January, and applicable 
three months after promulgation, which lays down regu. 
lations for the importation into France of various products 
of animal origin, viz., fresh, preserved and frozen mutton, 
pork, beef and other meat (Tariff No. 16); boned and rolled 
hams, cooked hams and salted meat (Tariff No. 17); pork 
butchers’ produce (Tariff No. 17 bis); ox cheek, sliced, cooked 
or pickled in barrels or jars (Tariff No. 17 ter); meat preserved 
in tins (Tariff No. 19); fresh, prepared, dried or salted guts 
(Tariff No. 20 bis); and tallow, lard and other animal fats 
for alimentary purposes (Tariff No. 30). 

These products may be imported into France only if accom. 
panied by a certificate issued by the veterinary service of the 
exporting country attesting that the goods are made wholly 
from healthy animals free from disease at the time of 
slaughter; that they contain no antiseptics, and that they 
have been prepared and despatched under hygienic condi- 
tions. These products must be subjected to sanitary in- 
spection on arrival, except in the case of meat preserves 
(except pork butchers’ produce), prepared by the Chavallier- 
Appert method or any similar process, and dried guts. 

The veterinary certificate referred to above must give full 
particulars of the goods, and the name of the shipper and 
consignee, and the marks on the packings. The certificate 
(a copy of the form of which will be issued by the Minister 
of Agriculture) must be made out in the language of the 
country of origin of the goods and in French. All consign- 
ments not accompanied by a certificate will be returned, 
but importers will be allowed to declare the goods for ware- 
housing with a view to their re-exportation. 

Tallow, fat and lard will be regarded as ‘‘ for alimentary 
purposes ”’ if they can be used for such purposes directly or 
after suitable treatment. If such goods are not intended 
for alimentary purposes they must be denatured.

Tariff for Mozambique, the Board of Trade have now received 
copy of the text of the Tariff as finally approved, as pub- 
lished in a Supplement of the ‘‘ Boletim Oficial ’’ on 28th 
December, 1927). The Tariff as enforced (as from Ist 
January, 1928) is substantially the same as that originally 
proposed. In a few cases the special preferential rates fixed 
for Portuguese goods have been withdrawn, but such goods 
will automatically enjoy the general preference of 50 per 
cent. which is accorded to Portuguese goods in general. 

In the cotton section new headings have been raised for 
fabrics of the chadder, langota, kanaki and lopa types.

FRANCE. 
CUSTOMS TARIFF REVISION. 


H.M. Ambassador at Paris reports that according to the 
local press the French Government are about to table a Bill 
for the revision of the Customs Tariff, which will embody 
not only the changes in the duties resulting from the 
Franco-German Commercial Agreement of 17th August, 
1927, but also those consequent on the Franco-Swiss Agree. 
ment and the proposed Franco-Belgian Agreement, if the 
negotiaiions between France and Belgium reach a successful 
conclusion. It is stated that the Bill will further increase 
the duties on a certain number of agricultural and indus. 
trial products, particularly textiles. Certain branches of 
French indusiry were not affected by the recent changes in 
the Tariff, and the Government consequently intend that 
the Bill should adjust the duties so as to give these branches 
sufficient protection. Other changes will be made in the 
Tariff which experience has shown to be necessary. 

There is a possibility that, as the French Government have 
given an undertaking to the Swiss Government to put the 
new Franco-Swiss Agreement in force before 25th February 
at latest, the Bill will be voted before that date.

COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of copy of a Commercial Agreement between 
France and Switzerland, additional to the Commercial 
Convention between the two countries of the 20th 
October, 1906. The new Agreement, which was signed at 
Paris on the 21st January last, contains Tariff provisions 
destined to aid in the development of trade between the two 
countries pending the conclusion of a new Commercial 
Convention to take the place of the Convention of 1906. 

By the new Agreement, France accords a reduction of the 


“minimum ”’ rates of Customs duty enforced by the Decree’ 
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of the 30th August, 1927 (i.e., the new “ minimum ”’ rate, 
specified in the Franco-German Commercial Agreement) j, 
respect of some of the principal Swiss articles of export, yi 
machinery, products of the electro-technical, chemig,| 
and a few other industries. The French Tariff treg. 
ment of products of the Swiss watch-making and embjyyj. 
dery industries will form the subject of special negotiations 
which are to begin shortly. In return, Switzerland has 
agreed to stabilise the present rates of duty in her Tarif 
in respect of certain French articles of export to Switzerland 
The ratifications of the new Agreement are to be exchanged 
at Paris not later than the 25th February next, the datp 
which the two Governments have fixed as the date of ep. 
forcement of the Agreement. If, however, it is not found 
possible to exchange ratifications by that date the contract. 
ing parties will not be bound by the Agreement. It jg 
further provided that the present Agreement may }y 
denounced by either Government, on and after the Ist Apri) 
next, the Agreement to terminate three months after the 
date of denunciation; and that either Government may ter. 
minate the Agreement, by giving one month’s notice, if the 
Franco-Swiss negotiations concerning the new Customs 
legislation contemplated by the French Government are not 
concluded before the 15th March, 1928. Denunciation of 
the present Agreement will involve denunciation of the 
Convention of 1906. which, in that event, would terminate 
at the same time as the Agreement. 

Full particulars of the French tariff modifications result. 
ing from the Agreement will be published in next week’s 
issue of this ‘‘ Journal.”’
